Proposed canyon oil facility:

series exploring the Exxon oil and gas 
plant ballot issue.) 
Corral Canyon opens to a narrow, 
gravel beach 20 miles west of Santa 
Barbara, greeting highway motorists 
with lemon groves lined with avocado 
bushes and presided over by the silver 
tanks of a Shell oil installation Its 
banks, tawny with soft chaparral, close 
in around the willows and sycamores of 
Corral Creek. A black tailed pigeon flits 
over splotches of spring mustard. Cattle 
punctuate the grasslands. A lizard 
scampers through the milk thistle. 
It is here, a mile and a quarter inland, 
that Exxon Corp. proposes to build an oil 
and gas processing plant, just after Las 
Flores Canyon meanders off to the 
northwest and just before the oak dotted 
foothills begin. 
County voters next Tuesday will either 
approve or reject that proposal. 
As a buffer for the plant, Exxon has 
purchased the 1,500 acres surrounding 
both canyons in a wedge running from 
ridge crest to ridge crest and from 
Highway 101 to the start of the Los 
Padres National Forest on the north. 
The plant itself will occupy 15 acres with 
another 15 subject to grading 
According to a federal environmental 
impact statement (EIS), the canyon 
environment 
will 
be 
practically 
identical after the plant, 
if it is 
approved, goes into operation. 
Backers of the project say that the 
choice in Proposition A, the Exxon plant 
measure, is simply between the onshore 
plant, which will produce employment 
and tax benefits, and an alternate 
offshore plant, which will not. Strict 
local controls, they say, will reduce air

There are no endangered or unique 
species or active earthquake faults in 
the canyon area, according to the 
mammoth EIS of the U.S. Geological 
Survey (USGS). Nor are there any 
valuable archaeological deposits in the 
plant site area, according to a study by 
Lompoc 
archaeologist 
Laurence 
Spanne. There is an already damaged 
archaeological site at the mouth of 
Corral Canyon and county restrictions 
on 
the 
development 
call 
for 
archaeological review. 
The list of county restrictions on the 
operation of the plant are second in 
volume only to the federal EIS. They 
would be enacted if Proposition A 
passes. The 73 local regulations cover a 
range of items from the direction of 
plant lighting to ground vibration and 
landscaping. 
The facility site, for example, would 
be screened from view from the 
highway under the rules and eucalyptus 
trees would be planted to screen the 
existing Shell tanks in the canyon 
mouth. Air quality, noise, plant life and 
vibration monitoring programs would be 
required. No noise, ground vibration or 
smells from the plant would be allowed 
to be noticeable beyond the 1,500 acre 
buffer zone, the rules state Periodic 
county reviews would be made of the 
conditions. 
The seventy-second local requirement 
is that Exxon be “ liable without regard

The lemon trees, avocado orchard and 
cattle grazing would remain. 
The USGS study calls the set of 
restrictions perhaps the most stringent 
ever clamped down on an oil plant

County 
spokesmen assure that the rules will be 
enforced. 
The Stop Exxon Here Committee, a 
co-op of environmental and planning 
groups, believes that infractions of the 
many rules would occur and be both 
unreported and uncorrected But the 
opponents’ major local environmental 
argument against the plant hits at air 
pollution.

Exxon has yet to apply for an 
operation permit from the county Air 
Pollution Control District (APCD), a 
permit it will need before the plant goes 
on the line. 
Under current APCD rules, the county 
APCD staff is required to “ review 
industries that emit more than 25 tons 
per year of any single pollutant. 
We 
would have to establish an opinion as to 
whether it would prevent the attainment 
of air quality in this area,” said APCD 
engineer Robert Riddell. “ If those 
numbers are correct, that amount of 
S02 would be significantly less than J-M 
emits, for example,” he said

Hundreds of county government 
clerical 
workers 
and 
other 
union 
represented employes in mental health, 
probation, welfare and in the two county 
hospitals began a two-day countywide 
work stoppage here today. 
The Service Employes International 
Union Locals 535 and 620 AFL-CIO 
memberships 
voted 
overwhelmingly 
last night in meetings in Lompoc, Santa 
Maria and Santa Barbara to conduct the 
work stoppage as a protest against what 
they termed a meager county offer 
representing a two per cent pay increase 
without any additional benefits as 
requested by the union this year. 
The union represents approximately 
1,000 county employes. 
Leonard E. Roders, spokesman for the 
union, said that membership at the 
meetings last night also voted to set 
Monday, June 2 as a strike deadline if 
the county “ has not improved their 
salary and benefits offer” by that date. 
Union members picketed the county 
administration building this morning 
along with the county welfare office and 
other offices which included the district 
attorney’s office and the municipal 
court building. 
County 
administrative 
officer 
Raymond D. Johnson meanwhile was 
closeted late this morning with other 
county 
o ffic ia ls 
to 
discuss 
administration moves as a result of the 
walkout. A spokesman said a statement 
would be forthcoming from that meeting 
later today. 
Some county offices in Santa Barbara 
appeared to be stripped of clerical 
workers this morning with others 
operating full force as the clerks in 
those offices were members of the 
County Employes Association, which 
has not taken any action to walk out at 
this point. 
At the meeting in Lompoc last night 
the membership was declared to have 
voted 19-1 in favor of the work stoppage 
and strike deadline vote, while in Santa 
Maria, the vote was described by the 
union as 4(H) in favor. The Santa 
Barbara vote was listed as 216-1 in 
favor. 
Roders said that the county’s two per 
cent 
pay 
increase 
offer 
followed 
mediation efforts which were held all 
day Tuesday and until late at night. He 
said this offer was presented to the 
membership and rejected last night. 
Roders said that the county’s offer 
also included “ an inadequate grievance 
procedure and only a partial case load 
standard for welfare employes ’ 
Mediation Tuesday was conducted by 
the state conciliation service as a result 
of the union’s request. 
The employes, according to Roders, 
were 
given 
support 
from 
representatives of the AFL-CIO County 
% 
fire fighter union and the Deputy 
Sheriffs Association as well as other 
county employes represented by the 
* County Employes Association. 


Union spokesmen claim that the 
picketing was proceeding in an orderly 
fashion in all three cities and that there 
was no police interference. 


The Santa Barbara County Employes 
Association 
negotiating 
team, 
representing approximately 2,000 county 
employes, is continuing negotiations 
with the county today in spite of the 
other union work stoppage. SBCEA 
President Hugh Oliver stated that up to 
this 
point 
negotiations have 
been 
productive and beneficial and because of 
this progress, his organization sees “ no 
reason at this time to call a halt to our 
talks.” 


“ While we have every sympathy for 
workers who have been unable to 
successfully negotiate with the County, 
SBCEA does not want to jeopardize its 
current 
position 
in 
our 
own 
negotiations,” 
Oliver 
stated. 
“ Therefore, SBCEA members are being 
instructed to continue working today.”

Lompoc doctors okay 
only essential care

Beginning next Tuesday, Lompoc 
physicians will provide only essential 
medical and surgical care to area 
residents 
in 
protest 
of 
rising 
malpractice insurance premiums. 
This decision was reached last night in 
a special meeting of local physicians at 
the Lompoc District Hospital as doctors 
voted to support and participate in the 
action taken by Santa Barbara County 
doctors Monday night. 
Dr. James D. Warrick, a general 
practitioner with the Valley Medical 
Group, 
was elected 
as the 
local 
representative to the Santa Barbara 
Medical Crisis Committee which was 
formed Monday night, however he was 
not available for comment at press time 
today. 
Though Santa Maria physicians have 
decided to support action taken by the 
Santa Barbara committee, Santa Ynez 
doctors will not meet until tomorrow 
morning to make their decision 
In March, Travelers Insurance, which 
covers most physicians with the Santa 
Barbara County Medical Society, had 
requested a 100 per cent increase in 
their malpractice insurance premiums, 
effective July 1. UPI sources say this 
request has been upped to a 141 per cent 
increase in premiums. According to Bob 
Marvin, Santa Barbara County Medical 
Society executive director, Travelers is 
limited by contract to a 15 per cent 
increase in premiums until January, 
1976. 
“ We re walking a fine line between 
saving the patient s money and not 
injuring the patient,” said Dr Karl 
Kassity, chairman of the Santa Barbara 
Medical Crisis Committee 
Said Ken Wicks, administrator of the 
Lompoc District Hospital, “ 1 may be 
optimistic but I don't feel that it (the 
doctors’ action» will affect the hospital 
that much.” 
Wicks feels that most of the hospital 
services are already included in the 


"essential medical and surgical care” 
which the doctors will continue to 
provide. He doesn’t anticipate laying off 
any hospital personnel but added that 
time will tell. 


Doctors are pushing for six major 
concepts in legislation: 


1—The establishment of a voluntary, 
contractual, 
binding 
arbitration 
of 
patient-doctor disputes, governed by the 
regulations of the American Arbitration 
Association. 


2—Limitation 
of 
liability 
to 
reasonable levels. 


3—Elimination 
of 
the 
collateral 
source rule which makes it illegal for a 
jury to be informed of other sources of 
reimbursement an injured patient has. 


4—Reorganization and strengthening 
of 
the 
State 
Board 
of 
Medical 
Examiners 
for 
more 
stringent 
disciplinary powers with careless and 
incompetent physicians. 


5—Reduction of the present statute of 
limitations and amending it to start 
from the date of occurrence Under the 
present statute, a doctor may be liable 
for his actions up to seven years from 
the discovery of the injury 


6—Assuring that the patient gets a 
larger share of the awards. Under 
present circumstances he may get as 
little as 16 cents out of every dollar 
while the rest is eaten up by lawyers 
fees and court costs 


Doctors are urging residents to write 
their legislators in Sacramento to let 
them know what action they will 
support.

Riddell said he wasn't sure 
what the position of the federal 
Environm ental

Agency will be on this type of

pollutant 
The anti-Exxon contingent 
holds that by county standards, 
the plant would indeed be a 
major polluter, one that would 
disadvantage the county

retirement dollars. 
“ Basically, the thing that 
attracts tourists to the Santa 
Barbara area is that we have 
clean beaches and relatively 
unpolluted air," Caves said. 
Exxon says that the plant's 
S02 emissions would be about 
the same as a double engine 
diesel train Riddell said that 
comparison 
is 
misleading 
because a train would be in 
motion, the Exxon plant would 
be stationary 
Until Exxon actually applies 


for an APCD permit, said the 
engineer, air pollution from the 
plant will be largely a m atter 
of speculation. Antioil groups

United Press International 
The nation is on the verge of 
an upturn in industrial produc­ 
tion, but consumers still face 
rising prices, heavy unemploy­ 
ment and cuts in take-home 
pay.

Automakers 
mail letters 


DETROIT (UPI) - In the 
past two days, Detroit auto­ 
makers began mailing letters 
to more than 106,000 Americans 
telling them their cars may be 
unsafe or pollution-prone. 
Such letters follow a long line 
of recalls, that some industry 
officials say is inevitable in 
building 
a 
highly

product. 
Since 1966, the U.S. auto 
industry has sent out more than 
20 million letters of recall 
In 1974, domestic and foreign 
automakers found defects seri­ 
ous enough to order the recall 
of 
nearly 
three 
million 
vehicles. The previous year the 
figure was seven million —5.8 
million cars by General Motors 
Corp. alone. 
Some automotive executives 
think the industry gets a bad 
rap for its recall campaigns, 
partly because it is one of the 
few industries that publicly 
announces 
each 
recall 
and 
because defects involved are 
actually found on only a small 
number of the cars. 
“We’re not actually as prone 
to defects as people are led to 
believe by all the publicity,’’ 
says D.E. Smith, manager of 
service engineering at the Ford 
Motor Co. “We make the public 
disclosures even though the law 
doesn’t require them because it 
helps to reinforce our attempt 
to get the cars brought in for 
service. ” 
In 1974, Ford recalled 257,000 
cars and trucks. Of those, an 
estim ated

“We recalled all those vehi­ 
cles to find out just over 34,000 
with

"That’s less than 1 per cent of 
the cars we sold in 1974.”

California in 1968, Wednesday 
called for the resignation of the 
two authority members who 
voted for the parole and he 
denounced as “the height of 
asininity” the board’s decision 
to treat Sirhan as an ordinary 
inmate in giving him a parole 
date of Feb 23,1968 
“When we allow a madman 
to take the lives of our top 
elected officials and our top 
private citizens and say there is 
no difference, then there is 
something wrong with that 
system," Unruh said. 
He said he would ask Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. not to 
reappoint 
Manuel 
Quevado, 
whose term has expired, and to 
fire 
James 
Hoover, 
whose 
term expires in 1977. Both are 
appointees 
of 
former 
Gov. 
Ronald Reagan. 
But Brown, who said Unruh 
called him on the telephone 
about the issue, told newsmen 
he had no authority to fire 


either 
Quevado 
or 
Hoover 
except 
for 
cause, 
adding, 
“Once they are appointed they 
serve their own conscience and 
the people.” 
Unruh said: “With another 
Kennedy (Sen. Edward M .) on 
the ticket, at least in 1976 in 
Massachusetts, this is an open 
invitation 
to 
continue 
to 
tolerate this kind of thing 
The Adult Authority is an 
independent, 
quasi-judicial 
agency of the executive branch 
of government. A spokesman 
for the state Department of 
Corrections said Quevado does 
not expect Brown to reappoint 
him.

Cooking talents 


By BETTY LAURENT 
As promised in the Cooking Talents column last week, 
we publish the recipe for Rocky Mountain soybean 
biscuits, shared by David K. Orndoff of Great Falls, 
Mont., temporarily in the local area. The ingredients, he 
notes, are readily available in most markets here. 


Soybean Biscuits 


I egg 
1 tbsp. oil 
Mi cup water 
V4 cup powdered milk 
V» cup soy flour 
Vt cup whole wheat flour 
Vstsp. soda 
V4 tsp. salt 
. 
. 
Beat together the egg, oil, and water in a medium sized 
bowl In a separate bowl mix the powdered milk, soy 
flour, whole wheat flour (stone ground), the soda and 
salt. Do not use the so-called “enriched white flour” 
(labeled by Orndoff as nutritionally inferior.) 
Add the dry ingredients to the wet and mix well. Divide 
into six oiled standard size baking or biscuit cups. Bake 
at 350 degrees for 17-22 minutes until golden brown. Eat 
hot with honey. Makes six. The biscuits, says Orndoff 
take on a peculiar shape while baking — thus the name. 
From Mary (Mrs. W .F.) Cooke comes the recipe for: 


Six Week Muffins 
lpkg (15 o z.) Raisin Bran 
1-3 box raisins 
1 cup melted shortening or oil 
3 cups sugar 
4 eggs, beaten 
1 qt. buttermilk 
5 tsp. soda 
5 cups flour 
2 tsp salt 
Mix dry ingredients in very large bowl with wooden 
spoon or hands, to insure that all are thoroughly blended 
Add beaten eggs, shortening and buttermilk. Mix well, 
using spoon (not a mixer >. Store in refrigerator in tightly 


covered container. 
When ready to bake, just dip spoon in batter and fill 
muffin tins 2-3 full. Never stir batter and never transfer 
from one container to another as this will break down the 
levening. 
Bake 
in 
400 
degree 
oven 
for 
15-20 
minutes. 
Immediately after taking from oven, poke top of muffins 
with fork or toothpick and brush honey over the top. 
The batter will keep up to six weeks in the refrigerator 
and the resulting muffins when baked are described as 
“very good.” 
From Gertie (Mrs. Veril) Campbell come recipes for 
two of her favorites, a vegetable and a dessert. 


Baked Parsnips 
Peel parsnips, cutting in two lengthwise if large. Boil 
in slightly salted water. Drain and lay in baking pan; top 
with slices of bacon and brown in hot oven. 


Sour Cream Pie 
2 cups sour cream 
1 cup sugar 
3eggs 
1 cup raisins 
1 tsp. cinnamon 
Mi tsp. cloves 
Beat eggs until light. Add sugar, spices and cream, 
then beat thoroughly and add raisins. Pour into unbaked 
pie crust and place in hot oven (375 degrees) for 10 
minutes to bake sides and bottom of crust. Decrease the 
heat and cook at 325 degrees until thick.

Betty Ford has returned from 
her visit to a Vietnamese 
refugee tent city to tell her 
husband 
that 
his 
refugee 
program is well organized and 
the homeless people 
seem 
happy. 
Mrs. Ford Wednesday toured 
Vietnamese camp No. 8 at 
Camp 
Pendleton, 
Calif., 
a 
stark-simple collection of hun­ 
dreds of Army tents nestled in 
a plush green valley near the 
Pacific Coast. 
Although she saw only a few 
hundred of Pendleton’s nearly 
18,000 refugees, many of them 
indicated they were honored by 
her visit. She told them she 
shared 
their 
suffering 
and 
hoped they would become U.S. 
citizens 
Among 
the 
refugees 
she 
encountered on 
her 
casual 
stroll among the tents was 


former South Vietnamese Vice 
President Nguyen Cao Ky, who 
kissed her hand and invited her 
into his tent. There they sat 
face to face on separate cots 
for several minutes, discussing 
conditions at the camp 


Dressed 
in 
a 
borrowed 
Marine field jacket and a 
lavander ascot, Ky told the 
First Lady that her visit would 
be a “big. big boost for 
morale” and asked her to carry 
a message of gratitude to 
President Ford.

Mrs. Ford also visited the 
camp's 
make-shift 
school, 
interrupting a class in which 
some 40 Vietnamese children 
were 
learning 
English 
by 
reading “This Land is Your 
Land.” 
She 
stopped

times to talk to the homeless 
children, some of whom wore 
full-sized field jackets that 


dragged on the ground 


She later confided that she 
had considered 
adopting 
a 
Vietnamese child but has since 
abandoned the idea. 


Although Mrs. Ford asked 
camp officials several times 
why the refugee relocation was 
going 
so 
slowly, 
she 
told 
reporters on the flight back to 
Washington after her four-day 


California visit that she intend­ 
ed to tell the President she was 
“impressed with the excellent 
job they have done with setting 
up the camp ” 
“I was impressed how very 
sincere they were and how 
really happy they appeared to 
be. They were all smiles They 
seemed to feel as though they 
were being adequately taken 
care of .”

Should all the “ifs” in the 
energy discussion come true in 
the next year or two, Ameri­ 
cans could be paying a dollar a 
gallon for gasoline. 
But that covers a lot of “ifs” : 
if 
Congress enacts 
a 
tax 
increase, if the President s 
price-tariff-tax 
plan 
moves 
ahead on schedule, if guesses 
on the foreign oil market prove 
accurate. 
“If you put all those together, 
you can get that gasoline price 
up to a dollar or so,” Victor 
Rasheed, 
who 
heads 
one 
Eastern 
affiliate 
of 
the 
National 
C ongress 
of 
Petroleum Retailers, said. 
The estimates of gasoline 
prices throughout the nation 
average 
around 55 cents 
a 
gallon for “regular” and 60 
cents for “premium.” 
Taking 55 cents as a starter, 
add the President’s plan to 
impose a $3 per barrel tariff on 
imported oil. (The first dollar 
is in 
effect. 
White House 
sources said Wednesday the 
second 
probably will 
be 
imposed June 
1.) With the 
“ripple” effect that has on 
uncontrolled domestic oil, this 
adds five or 
six cents 
to 


gasoline. 
If foreign oil producers push 
their prices up another $2 a 
barrel, as some officials of the 
F ed er a l 
Energy 
Administration fear, that adds 
five or six more cents. 
That pushes "regular” to, 
say, 66 cents. 
Add the FEA estimate of the 
impact of lifting price controls 
on domestic oil . Six cents more 
a gallon, spread over one to two 
years. 
Add 
the 
gasoline 
tax 
proposed in the bill approved 
by the House Ways and Means 
Committee. That tax starts 
with a three-cent increase Jan. 
1, and adds anywhere from zero 
to 20 cents more, depending on 
consumption. Only a 3.1 per 
cent increase in consumption, 
compared with the base year of 
1973, 
would 
“trigger” 
the 
additional 20 cents. 
That makes the gallon of 
“regular” 95 cents. If it were 
“premium,” it would be $1. 
It may be that not all these 
energy 
proposals will 
take 
effect. 
Some see parts of 
Ford’s plan and parts of the 
main congressional plan as 
alternatives, not to be used at 
the same time.

The Atlanta Braves are proving that 
the long ball in Georgia didn't go the 
way of Hank Aaron. 
True, in Aaron the Braves dealt away 
the most prolific home-run hitter in 
baseball history to Milwaukee last 
winter, but thanks to Darrell Evans, 
Dusty Baker and Vic Correll, the long 
ball “ Spirit of ’73” has returned to 
Atlanta Stadium 
Evans, it may be recalled, joined 
Aaron and Davey Johnson m 1973 as the 
first trio on the same team to hit 40 or 
more homers each in one season. Aaron 
and Johnson are now both gone from 
Atlanta but Wednesday night, Evans 
belted a pair of homers in the Braves’ 6- 
3 victory over the Montreal Expos to 
join Baker and Correll for the National 
League lead with eight. 
“ I hope this is a signal that the 
Braves' home-run hitting has returned,” 
said Evans, who dropped off to 25 last 
year after his ’73 output of 41.

That’s why they have me 
hitting third, Hank Aaron’s former place 
in the lineup I’m sure they count on me 
for at least 100 runs batted in 
Both of Evans’ homers came with the 
bases empty but his two RBIs gave him

Big catch was no accident

SAN FRANCISCO, Calif - (NEA> — 
Not until young Billy Cartwright affixed 
his 17-year-old scrawl to the document 
the other day did Bob Gaillard know for 
sure the impossible dream was reality. 
Signed, sealed and delivered for the 
University of San Francisco basketball 
team next semester is Billy Cartwright, 
a seven-foot scholar from the bucolic 
community of Elk Grove, Calif., 14 
miles south of Sacramento 
Gaillard, behind one of those mod 
mustaches that makes everybody look 
like Zapata, is the 34-year-old head 
basketball coach at USF, with the prize 
catch among recruited students in the 
nation. 
The union is the fruition of three years 
of endless quest, the kind that is 
deplored by those who see hypocrisy 
lurking in every gymnasium comer of 
the country, but it is this kind of 
recruiting that is the essence of a 
successful 
sports 
program 
in 
intercollegiate competition. 
Bob Gaillard isn’t apologizing for 
what he has bagged. He has been after 
Cartwright since he heard, in the early 
winter of 1972, “ there’s a big kid at Elk 
Grove.” 
"We feel we have to get an early 
start,” says Gaillard, “ because we don’t 
have the recruiting power of big schools. 
Actually, we went over to see a high 
school kid from Stockton playing at Elk 
Grove. And there was Cartwright — he 
was 6-10 and skinny. But we could see he 
had a super future because he tried so 
hard 
“ So we say to ourselves, ‘How can we 
recruit him9’ We can’t miss on a blue- 
chipper. Each year we try to select a 
high school junior and try to get close 
with the family. I have to walk in like 
I’m an old friend.” 
But Cartwright was worth a year’s 
head start and, in the vernacular of 
Gaillard, he had to find out “ who was 
handling the ball game” -- i.e.. who was 
warding off scouts and would be the 
ultimate influence. It was the Elk Grove 
coach, Dan Risley, and this gave 
Gaillard an immediate edge because he 
used to coach at a Jesuit high school in 
nearby Sacramento and was a close 
personal friend of Risley. 
Next came the strategy — to convince 
the boy himself that USF was the only 
college for his basketball future. The 
school sits nicely on a promontory in the 
middle of the picturesque city. Since it 
stopped spewing out great football 
players like Ollie Matson and Gino Mar- 
chetti after giving up football in the 
1950s, basketball has been the big game 
on campus. It is the school where Bill 
Russell went and led the way to national 
championships. 
Gaillard, looking ahead, booked Elk 
Grove to play high school preliminary 
games to USF varsity contests in its

home War Memorial Gym, both in 1973 
and ’74. Billy could start feeling at home 
early. 
Gaillard did his away - from • 
homework, too. Guess who was the main 
speaker at Elk Grove High School 
banquets the last two years — you got it: 
Gaillard. 
When Gaillard, one head coach who 
does most of his recruiting personally, 
went to Elk Grove to see Cartwright’s 
first game of the season, he chose his 
seat well — right next to Billy’s parents. 
(Billy’s dad is a construction worker. 
There are six daughters and Billy.) 
Gaillard bought season tickets to the 
Elk Grove High games, jammed into a 
small gym. The tickets were located 
alongside those of the Cartwright 
family. 
“ When I talk to Billy,” says the USF 
coach, “ it’s like a personal friend, a 
relative. I got all my homework done 
before Nov. 1 of his senior year." That’s 
when any high school coach who knows 
his business cuts off his players from 
direct contact with college scouts. Or, 
as Gaillard says, “ You’d have nine 
million recruiters after ’em all winter.” 
By the cutoff point, before the bigger 
schools started their pitches to the Elk 
Grove seven-footer, Gaillard already 
felt he had him locked up for USF. 
When Cartwright came down to the

I can’t help but think 
how lucky I am ... how Mike Garrett and 
O.J. Simpson would have loved to have 
been able to stay in Southern California 
to play pro ball. There’s so many USC 
football fans in Southern California, it’ll 
seem like I’m still playing for USC but in 
a different uniform.” 
Davis, rated small by some pro scouts 
because he stands only 5-foot-9 and 
weighs 183 pounds, was a second-round 
draft choice of National Football League 
New York Jets. 
“The Jets’ offer for Davis wasn’t even 
close to the Sun’s,” said Davis’ 23-year- 
old agent, Mike Trope. 
The Sun, under new management this 
year after its shaky financial start, gave 
Davis a contract that is “ personally 
guaranteed by the club, league and Sun 
owner Sam Battistone,” according to 
Trope.

A final look at Asia now In a series of 
tremendous dispatches to the New York 


Times Sidney Schanberg told how, as the 
last 
foreigners 
trundled 
out 
of 
Cambodia, the concept dawned on them 
that the entire urban population ot 
Phnom Penh, seven million people, was 
being systematically and ruthlessly 
inarched out to the rice paddies for 
manual toil and reeducation. “A once- 
throbbing city became an echo chamber 
of silent streets lined with abandoned 
cars and gaping, empty shops Street 
lights burned eerily for a population that 
was no longer there.’’ Now this, among 
other things, is great writing, it shows, 
once more, how print at its best is more 
powerful than pictures or television. 
Schanberg tries to be fair, he is 
compassionate and does not over­ 
write. But the anguished convulsion of a 
doctrinaire 
social 
shake-up 
could 
surpass anything we have imagined in 
the French or Bolshevik revolutions It 
offers 
arguments 
for 
liberals and 
conservatives to hurl at each other for 
years. Maybe it wouldn’t have happened 
but for 
Nixon’s 1970 “uncursion”; 
maybe subsequent details will show it 
exaggerated. The irony is that while US 
generals wanted to destroy enemy 
factories and cities — “bomb them back 
to the stone age” - this is just the 


direction some hardline Asiatic fanatics 
w anted 
to 
go. 
Abandon 
industrialization; back to agrarinism, 
more Jeffersonian than Marxist! Never 
at any time did US generals know what, 
or 
whom, 
they 
were 
fighting. 
Cambodians hustled out eight Russian 
embassy 
people,

Schanberg 
reports Moscow has still something to 
learn, about revolution. 


Our Cuban policy is a failure, too. 
Other countries are making profits out 
of Castro; a terrible insult to our 
multinationals. It comes down to this, as 
wise Henry Steel Commager writes in 
the Boston Globe, “We must now 
recognize that all major problems are 
global; that none can be solved by any 
one nation, or even by a small group of 
nations.” 
Looking back on this bizarre era 
perhaps the ultimate inconsistency, as 
Commager remarks, was to wage war in 
order to halt Chinese communism and 
then, 
after 
embracing 
Communist 
China, to persist in the war. Now 
Washington says, no recriminations

WASHINGTON - Invisible to the 
public eve, that ancient balancing act

physical rehabilitation. 
Rusk recently told Douglas’ friends 
here that the Justice is making notable 
progress in recovering the use of his left 
arm and is working hard on the left leg 
His left side was paralyzed by a stroke 
that occurred in December while he was 
on vacation in Nassau. 
At a press conference held during the 
brief interval when he returned to the 
bench after a stay in Walter Reed 
hospital. Douglas said he had never 
given thought to retiring 
Reporters 
suggested he was determined to stay on 
the bench so President Ford would have 
no chance to name a justice to replace 
him. 
This would be the fifth judge on the 
high bench to be named by conservative 
presidents. 
A conservative majority, 
assuming Ford would appoint a “strict 
constructionist’’ in the Nixon formula, 
would be fixed at the pinnacle of the 
judicial system for years to come. 
That is certainly one reason why 
Douglas’ ardent backers in Washington

are giving him all support in his struggle 
to take his place unimpaired on the 
Court. They are citing what they 
consider the unhappy precedent of an 
unelected President determining the 
course of judicial decision for perhaps a 
whole generation. 
This is the issue cutting so much 
deeper than the rash of daily headlines 
over war and peace. Richard Nixon 
named four members of the Court, Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger, Harry A. 
Blackmun. Lewis F. Powell Jr., 
and 
William H. Rehnquist. Rehnquist, just 
turned 50, could expect to serve for 
many years. They have been in most 
cases a conservative bloc. 
Presumably, when he has completed 
his rehabilitation in New York where he 
works each day in a large room with 
other patients, he will take advantage of 
the Court’s long summer vacation for 
further recovery. 
He has had a record made of how long 
other justices have been absent for 
illness or other reasons. One justice, 
after being three years away, finally 
retired. The fall term begins in late 
September or early October. 
But those who follow the work of the 
Court see a possibility that Douglas 
vote might not be recorded in cases he 
has missed hearing argued during his 
illness. Then, if the Court divided four to 
four on a particular case, no legal 
precedent would be set and there would 
be no opinions. Important issues would 
have to be relitigated, meaning a delay 
of a year or two in a final decision 
Douglas, who keeps an open telephone 
line to the Court, asked a friend recently 
if there was pressure for him to retire. 
The answer was no. But if he should fail 
to be present at the start of the fall 
term, pressures from his own profession 
would be perhaps compelling. 
Friends working closely with him say 
he suffered no impairment of his mental 
faculties as 
a result of the stroke. 
During his stay in the rehabilitation 
center 
he 
has 
been 
revising 
the 
manuscript of a book soon to be 
published. In his 35 years on the Court, 
Douglas has brought out 22 books, many 
recounting his travels in the Himalayas 
and other faraway places in Asia and the 
Middle East. 
At the center of this exercise in the 
powers 
of

branches of 
government is an extraordinary human 
drama Five years ago Gerald Ford, 
then minority leader of the House of 
Representatives, moved to impeach 
Douglas. 
The principal charge was 
his paid 
position with the Parvin Foundation 
which had connections with Las Vegas 
gambling casinos. After eight months of 
investigation, Douglas was cleared in a 
924-page report by a special House 
subcommittee. 
He has recovered from serious illness 
several times in his life, once from polio 
in his youth, again when a horse fell on 
him and crushed his ribs; in late years 
he 
has worn 
an electronic 
heart 
pacemaker. He came back each time, 
say his loyal friends, and he will do so 
again

Salary negotiations 


Despite the breakdown of negotiations 
Tuesday 
between 
the 
Certificated 
Employe Council and the School Board 
on salary and fringe benefits, the future 
is not without hope for peace: It is 
unlikely that teachers would strike in an 
effort to settle the dispute. 
There are reasons for the assessment. 
Some leaders in the ranks of teachers, 
for example, have told this reporter that 
a strike was out of the question although 
the word “strike” has been mentioned 
at some levels. 
There is also the 
question 
of 
what 
Lompoc 
Education 
Association, 
LEA, 
will do. LEA holds six 
of the nine seats on 
the CEC, compared to 
LFT’s three, and has 
up until now declined 
to go along with LFT 
in joint actions. For 
e x a m p l e , 
LEA 
declined to participate 
as a group in the mass 
p i c k e t i n g 
of 
a 
negotiating session on 
May 12 and again ; 
the following day declined to lend its 
name to a picketing effort in front of the 
Central Administration Building where 
a school board meeting was being held. 
At the same time, Carol Linger, LEA 
president, has gone to some lengths to 
deny that the decision to travel its 
separate road, indicated any criticism 
of the LFT efforts. 
Despite this disclaimer, however, 
some LEA leadership has voiced private 
criticism of the picketing. 
LFT is affiliated with the AFL-CIO 
and to that extent is a trade union. There 
has been talk for several years of a 
merger between LFT and the state and 
national bodies of the union, but that has 
not come about. In the words of Bryan 
Stevens, 
president 
of 
California 
Teachers Association, CTA, the union 
wants to merge “horizontally” with 
CTA. In a word the union wants to come 
into the merger as an equal partner and 
CTA can’t see that because of the huge 
dollar investment the latter has in its 
total operation. 
Observers doubt that the merger 
could come about in the near future 
because of a number of other reasons 
also For example CTA has merged with 
the National Education Association, 
NEA, 
and 
Stevens, 
himself 
is 
campaigning for presidency of the 
combined body. CTA-NEA, then is 
powerful 
both 
financially 
and 
numerically and nationally in terms of 
location. 
. 
Key to any more drastic action by 
LFT or even by the CEC itself, is the 


climate of opinion among the 300-plus 
members of LEA. Some key members 
of LFT have confided to this reporter 
that the extent of their action is 
dependent on what those in LEA do, or 
are willing to do. 


This was the subject of some intense 
discussions involving this reporter the 
other day and someone noted that 
despite the separateness of the two 
teacher 
organizations, 
they 
were 
remarkably close in the nature and 
scope of their salary and fringe benefit 
requests. They are close, although a 
partisan from either side might be able 
to show differences that in their view 
are substantial. 
% 
Readers may have noticed that there 
is more of this dind of talk and more talk 
about what actually goes on in the 
private negotiation sessions. Part of the 
reason is found in new law that requires 
salary and fringe benefit requests and 
school board offers to make at least a 
one-time appearance at the outset in a 
school board agenda. Very often the 
information is passed over without 
comment, but it’s there for the public to 


see. The presence of figures for salary 
requests and offers has eiven rise to 
requests by news media for estimates of 
what a particular percentage increase 
will cost the district. Figures along that 
line are usually provided by the district 
because the district has ready, if not 
instantaneous 
access 
to 
all 
the 
ingredients of the equation. 


Neither side was initially happy with 
the law that has brought about more 
public disclosure of negotiation details, 
but they’re learning to live with it. 
There was a time when negotiations 
were private for the most part. Not 
much was known until a proposal came 
before the school board for final action. 
And it came to that point only because 
the trustees had already decided it met 
with their approval*. 
This 
reporter’s 
philosophy 
about 
teacher salary negotiations is simple: 
CEC is trying to get for teachers what it 
sincerely believes is justified while the 
school board is trying to fit the salary 
requests and offers into its sometimes 
uncertain income. Disputes arise over 
priorities and over philosophy affecting 
the way a budget is compiled.
